BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 26.—(AP) 
Governor Alf M Landon’s address 
follows in full: 


TAXATION. 


Tonight I want to talk about. the 
financial problems of our federal 
government and their effect upon us 
as individuals. In other words, I’m 
going to talk about our government 
as a spender of part of the money 
we work so hard to earn. This is 
a proper approach to the question, 
in my judgment, because the govern- 
ment has no money except the money 
it gets from us. 

There are some people who seem 
to believe that the government can 
create money. That is not true. All 
it can create are promises to pay 
money. This is what it does when 
it issues paper money or sells bonds. 
In principle, this is similar to what 
we do when we open a charge ac- 
count at a store. We get something 
now and promise to pay for it later. 
If we charge more things than we 
can pay for, our promises to pay 
become worthless, The same is true 
of government. 

So, if we are to be realistic in 
our thinking, about government fi- 
nance, we must think of the govern- 
ment as almost a member of our 
family—a member to whom day by 
day, week by week, year by year, we 
must give part of what we receive 
in our pay envelope or part of the 
crops we raise. .e must remember 
that every time the government 
spends a dollar, that dollar will have 
to be paid by us or we must pass 
the debt on to be paid by our chil- 
dren. No parents like to leave their 
children a heritage ot debts and 
mortgages. But the creation of a 
staggering public debt closes. the 
door of opportunity to the youth of 
America, just as certainly as a stag- 
gering private debt. We must face 
the issue squarely. The present ad- 
ministration’s daily mounting deficits 
are closing the door of opportunity 
to your children and to my children. 

FOUR MAIN PRINCIPLES 
OF PUBLIC ECONOMY. 

We must not lose sight of the 
fact that a public debt is just as 
much a liability to each and every 
individual as a private debt. The 
fundamental principles \of govern- 
ment finance are exactly the same 
common sense principles that we 
follow in the handling of our own 
family finances. So long as our gov- 
ernment follows these principles our 
people will prosper. They will be 
able to weather depression, drouth 
and other disasters. But, if our gov- 
ernment disregards these principles, 
it squanders our resources and de- 
stroys the public credit. 

Now, what are these principles? 
In broadest terms there are four of 
them. 

The government must guard and 
preserve its source of income, 

The government must make sure 
that it gets a dollar's worth for every 
dollar it spends. 

The government must not get in 
the habit of spending more than it 
receives. 

Finally, the government 
prepare for the rainy day. 

These, in brief, are the four great 
principles which a prudent, fore- 
sighted head of a family follows in 
the handling of his own finances. 
They are the same four great prin- 
ciples which a prudent, foresighted 
government must follow if it is to 
meet the financial demands made 
upon it by an increasingly complex 
civilization.

'TAXES MUST BE LEVIED 
ON ABILITY TO PAY 


Now let us examine each of the 
four principles in turn: _ 
The first is the question of 


guarding and preserving the source 
of income. Fundamentally, this is 
a question of the fairness of the 
kind of taxes that are levied. Are 
they direct taxes levied according 
to our ability to pay, or are they 
indirect taxes levied without regard 
to our ability to contribute to the 
support of the government? 

It has always been my belief 
that the government should raise 
the major portion of its revenue 
from direct taxes levied on the net 
income of individuals and corpora- 
tions. When this is done everyone 
pays for his fair share and knows 
just how much the government is 
costing him. I have constantly 
worked for legislation in Kansas 
to prevent concealment of the cost 
of government. On the other hand, 
if the major portion of the govern- 
ment’s income is obtained from in- 
direct and hidden taxes—taxes upon 
such things as food, clothing, gaso- 
line and cigarets—then the main bur- 
den falls upon those of small income 
and the cost of government is hidden. 
In this case, it is the wage earner, 
the salaried worker, the farmer, and 
the small businessman, who have to 
pay most of the bill. Now, let us 
turn to the record and see just who 
is paying the cost of our government. 

What do the figures of the Treas- 
ury Department show? ey show 
that in the year 1932, 59 cents out 
of every dollar collected by our fed- 
eral government, was secured from 
direct taxes. The other 41 cents was 
collected from indirect and _ hidden 
taxes, paid, for the most part, by 
people with incomes of $25 a week 
or less. 


COST OF GOVERNMENT 
SHOWN IN MARKET BASKET 


That was for 1932. Four years 
later what do we find? We find 
that 51 cents out of every dollar col- 


lected by the federal government came | 


from hidden taxes. In other words, 
the share of the cpst of government 
falling mainly on those with incomes 
of $25 a week or less has increased 
25 per cent during the three years 
of the present administration. They 
are paying far more than their right- 
ful share of the cost of government. 
Any housewife can tell you this, be- 
cause the housewife knows, better 
than anybody else, how the mount- 
ing cost of living is curtailing the 
comforts of the home. And «ou can- 
not long fool her with the pretense 
that only the rich will pay. 

This increase has come despite the 
facg that the tax rates on incomes of 
individuals and ecorporations have 


been raised. It hes come despite the| 


fact that they are paying far more 
actual money into the treasury than 
they did in 1932. In other words, the 


larger payments by well-to-do individ- | 


uals and corporations have not been 
enough to cover the waste and ex- 
travagance of this administration. 
What is the result? Those of our citi- 
zens with small incomes have had to 
pay an increased proportion of the 
cost of the federal government. 
And just how have those with 
small incomes paid more? When we 
consider the government as a whole— 
federal, state and local—we find that 
they have paid in a thousand differ- 
ent ways. Take bread for example. 
When we buy a loaf of bread for 10 
cents we pay about 8 cents for the 


bread. The other two cents goes for. 
taxes. If we smoke a package of cig- | 
arets a day we pay $22 a year in. 


taxes. So it is in all our spending. 
We cannot buy a stitch of clothing 
without the government’s taking in 
taxes a part of the money we pay 
out. We cannot buy an ounce of food 
at our grocery store without being 
taxed to support the government. We 
cannot go to a movie, or to a baseball 


game, or ride in an automobile with-| 


%

of the money we spend. This has 
been a growing tendency of govern- 
ment in recent years. 
EVERY TAX DOLLAR 
CUTS FAMILY BUDGET 

Most of these taxes, it is true, are 
hidden so deeply that ‘we cannot see 
them. But the taxes are there just as 
truly as they are in the sales tax on 
gasoline. They cost just as much, and 
are just as real, as they would be if 
they were taken right out of our pay 
envelopes. These hidden taxes—fed- 
eral, state and local—amount~ to 
about 20 cents out of every dollar 
we spend. In the case of the federal 
government - alone 
over $5 a month for every family. 

It is in this way that the govern- 
ment’s financial policies affect us as 
individuals. The more the government 
wastes, the more money it has to 
take from us. The more it takes from 
us the less food and clothing we can 
buy for ourselves, the less we have 
for the education of our children and 


for meeting emergencies—for the 
building of homes, for improvement 
.of farms, for the construction of 
factories. In short, every dollar that 
the government takes from us in 
taxes means just one dollar less for 
us—a dollar that we might use to 
buy things, the production of which 
would create jobs. 

There is no better illustration of 
all this than the so-called surplus tax 
bill jammed through congress _ this 
spring.

Not having a re- 
serve to fall back upon, its. lot is 
bankruptcy, and the lot of the work- 
ers is unemployment. 

WOULD REPEAL TAX

connection I would like to mention:

_ This leads us to the second prin- 
ciple which I have listed—that we 
must make sure that our government 
gets a dollar’s worth for every dollar 
it spends. By that I mean that we 
must get our money’s worth for the 
taxes we pay. We must not lose 
sight of the fact that it is our money 
that the administration is wasting. 
i There are many cases in which it 
is quite obvious that the country, as 
a whole, gets more for the dollars 
spent by the government than it 
would if we kept the money and 
spent it ourselves. I refer to such 
expenditures as are necessary to pro- 
vide adequate protection, to maintain 
our courts, and to enforce our laws. 
These expenditures are essential if we 
are to live in an orderly society. 
They help us to maintain our polit- 
ical and economic liberties and to 
enjoy the fruits of our labor.

tary leader in the Irun area, said after 
today’s battle that “the failure of to- 
day’s attack (by the rebels) means 
failure forever for the rebels.”

“The attack was formidable,” he 
said, “but our morale held up. We 
claim no important advance, but we 
admit no important progress by the 
rebels. Our defenses are impregnable, 

“They were attacking coming up 
steep hills toward our _ barricades. 
Many of them shot in the air because 
they had no stomach for killing their 
neighbors. 

“We were fighting for our lives and 
We had to.” 

The government leader pointed to- 
ward nearby Mount Erlaiz, where 
through field glasses could be seen a 
moving white line of smoke from the 
bombs bursting on hilltops. 

“They cut off part of our water 
supply,’ he said, “that is, they broke 
a pipe line. But we have plenty of 
springs and well water.”

seen everywhere. Flying shrapnel 
smashed the windows on the Plaza 
de Ia Republica, where the town hall 
stands.

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON. 


ORGANIZATION WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—About 70,000,000 

persons were of voting age at the time of the 
last presidential election. Only 47,000,000 went to the trouble of regis- 
tering so they could vote, and only 41,000,000 actually voted. This was 
62 per cent of the eligibles, the highest percentage of all time. (Only 
50 per cent voted in 1920.) 

What these figures emphasize to the practical politician is the neces- 
sity of organization. Political organizations get their voters registered 
and deliver them at the polls on election days. 

The non-organization voter may have had the croup on registration 
day or may develop something like that on election day, but the organi- 
zation voter will be at the polls, rain or shine, headache or not. In poli- 


tics, organization counts. ! 

START Chairman Farley has spent five years building what is gen- 
erally believed to be the best organization in the history of 

American politics. 

It reaches down from the White House to the policeman on the beat, 
just as did the old republican organizations, but it is better financed, has 
more direct and indirect beneficiaries on the rolls. 

Chairman Hamilton took over, 60 days ago, a skeleton republican 
organization, only partially rebuilt. His reorganized headquarters has 
been functioning only for about 30 days. During that time, the vastness 
of the problem of organization, and the importance of it, aré said to have 
impressed all who are working on his side. 

While the democratic headquarters expanded for the campaign only 
by taking on people at the bottom, republican expansion at the top has 
developed growing pains. The result is the republicans have been having 
a hectic time trying to catch up in technical routine. This tells the story 
of the current political situation better than any poll could. 

Note—As an example of democratic organization progress, a certain 
federal official in Washington notified the national committee here the 
other day that he had registered in his state and was preparing to vote. 
Two days later he received from the committee complete instructions of 
where and how to vote, what the state laws were, how long the polls 
were open, what trains to catch to get there, etc.

WORLD SUGAR MEETING 
PROPOSED BY CUBAN 


Settlement of Public Works 
Bonds Will Be 
Sought. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—(UP)— 
Joe Manuel Casanova, president of 
the Cunban Sugar Inetitute, last night 
forecast a world sugar conference in 
1937 aiming at an international quota 


system. 

‘The famous Cuban planter, who en- 
tered the sugar industry 36 years ago 
as a field laborer paid 70 cents per 
day and became one of the most pow- 
erful personalities in the entire sugar 
world, described returning prosperity 
in Cuba and held out hope of an even- 
tual settlement on public works bonds 
satisfactory to both Cuban government 
and bondholders. 

Idea of a world sugar meeting, 
Casanova said, originated at the in- 
ternational sugar conference office in 
Brussels, and representatives of the 
Cuban industry recently conferred 
with Lord Plymouth, of the British 
colonial office. 

Object of Conference. 

“Although the world conference has 
not yet materialized, the negotiations 
will be followed up, and I hope will 
sen ag in a conference in 1937,” he 
said.

Return of Relative Prosperity 
For Cotton Textiles Predicted 


Predicting the year 1936 will mark) 


the return of relative prosperity to 
the cotton textile industry, with the 


fall season scheduled to be the. best. in 
years, W. Ray Bell, president of the 
Association of Cotton Textile Mer- 
chants of New York, yesterday issued 
a report in which he outlined the 
progress made in the field and the fac- 
tors bringing it about, 

Retail sales were declared the mosi 
reliable measure of final consumption 
This measuring rod showed an increase 
of 11 per cent in the consumption of 
cotton goods throughout. the . United 
States for the first seven. months of 
1936 over the same period of last year. 

Spindle Hours Increased. 

Although active spindle hours have 
increased during the first six months 
of 1936 nearly 14 per cent over the 
first half of 1935, at the present rate 
of consumption, allowing for seasonal! 
variations, the demand will exceed the 
supply, the report stated. 

Mill stocks in various cotton fabrics 
have been.reduced by many millions 
of vards, according to the report; and 
unfilled orders for numerous groups of 
fabrics have reached record yardages 
for the period, in some instances set- 
ting up an all-time record for unfilled 
orders. 

Report of Mxecutive. 

In his report, the cotton textile as- 
sociation president said: 

“In the technical and psychological 
conditions of the rket, there has 
been a concurrent return to customary 
procedure, with the elimination of ar- 
tificial elements and, especially, muin- 
imum risks in ownership of goods and 
contracts. Among the important de- 
velopments which have exerted a fa- 
vorable influence in the return of 
market transactions to the simple ways 
of supply and demand _  caleulations 
may be detailed the following: 


“(1) The passing of the processing 
tax. This handicap was an abnormal! 
element of artificial cost which oper 
ated as a continual cause of contention 
between buyers and sellers during 
1934 and 1935. Even when it was 
not covered in the market price, the 
very fact of its existence discouraged 
normal operations on the part of the 
buyers in the primary market. 


Restraint Freedom. 

“(2) The elimiuation of price qual- 
ifying clauses in contracts. For the 
first time in three and a half years 
-he market is assured of freedom from 
artificial restraints on business trans- 
actions, at least during the next six 
months. From the middie of Decem- 
ber, 1932, to late spring of this year, 
there nave been only brief intervals 
in which the primary market seller 
could afford to assume, without pro- 
vision ior price adjustment, the un- 
known risks involved in contracts for 
future delivery. This means a return 
to the situation where the business 


judgment of buyer and seller can be) 


based -upon a proper appraisal] of 
known factors and each assumes his 
ordinary risks. 

Market Normalcy. 

“(3) The return of a more normal 
situation in the raw cotton market. 
The government is out of the futures 
market, perhaps for good. Its _ hold- 
ings of actual cotton have been re- 
duced io about 3 1-2 million bales 
at the beginning of this cotton year. 
While this amount is still substantial, 
it is apparent that there will be a 
minimum of interference with the nor- 


mal supply and demand operations of |

No 
definite figures are available on stocks 
in the channels between mill and con- 
sumer out it is generally recognized 
that they are most inadequate for the 
volume of resales With respect to 
all kinds of merchandise carried by

“(7) More than all else, the evi- 
dences of confidence, as measured by 
actual sales consummated.

The bureau of prisons sent a formal 
order for Harriman’s release on pa- 
role, recently recommended by the fed- 
eral board of parole, to Henry C. Hill, 
prison warden. 

Harriman, once a powerful figure 
in finance, has served more than 
years of a 4 1-2 year sentence for 
banking mal-practi®es involving more 
than $1,000,000. He was charged 
specifically with making, or having 
made false entries in the books of a

federal reserve bank. 
prison bureau officials described him 
as “an unusually well behaved prison- 
er.” He has been a tutor in the 
prison’s business school and it is un- 
derstood that following his release 
he will take a position with a busi- 
ness firm in New York.
